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Most of Montana experienced below normal precipitation 
for the week ending July 1 . Only eight weather stations 
recorded above normal precipitation, and Rudyard 
received the most moisture at 1 .78 inches. Roundup 
and Hardin shared the high temperature of 102 degrees, 
and Wisdom had the low temperature of 22 degrees. 
Topsoil moisture adequate and surplus is 69 percent, 
below last week's 79 percent but above last year's 49 
percent and the five-year average of 63 percent. Subsoil 
moisture adequate and surplus is 71 percent, down from 
last week's 76 percent but above last year and the five- 
year average of 47 and 46 percent, respectively. The 
number of days suitable for fieldwork was 6.5 days, up 
from last week's 6.1 days.
